By far the most important item in 
Premier Manning’s was his an- 
nouncement that $315,000 would ‘be spent 
on an institution, probably at Bowden, 
to confine those persons guilty of first of- 


fences. 
It is presumed that the institution will 


be conducted along Borstal Jines, which 
means that it will be devoted, less to penal 
purposes, than to the salvage of delinquent 
youth, 

This is more important than roads and 
echool grants and the revenues from oil, 
vital as these may be, because the character 
of a province or a community is of greater 

icance than its wealth. 

And unless the increase in juvenile de- 
linquency can be checked, in Alberta as in 
other parts of the continent, there is a 
danger that civilization may be morally 
bankrupt and a condition may arise that 
will exemplify those familiar and ringing 
lines of Oliver Goldsmith: 

Ill fares the land, to hastening 
ills a prey, 

Where wealth accumulates and 
men decay; 

The need for a Borstal type institution 
in Alberta that will serve the entire prov- 
ince, including Edmonton, has become so 
desperate in the past few years that al- 
most every recorded case of juvenile crime 
has been a tragic instance of it. 


Young persons have been apprehended 
for certain offences and have been turned 
loose because there was literally no place 
to keep them, 

And while there are worse places for 
erring youngsters than Fort Saskatchewan 
jail and while criticism of the atmosphere 
in western jails has been ludicrously over- 
drawn, the fact is obvious that the salvage 
of youth is handicap) from the start» 
when it is attemp’ in an institution 
existing primarily for the detention of ex- 
perienced criminals. 

What The Bulletin has urged for years 
is that juvenile delinquency cannot be ade- 

uately dealt with without a special place 
or juveniles where they can be treated 
according to the methods of modern reha- 
bilitative penology. 

Now it seems that Alberta is to have 
euch a place. 

But the building itself, the government 
should remember, is only a useless shell 
unless it is staffed with the most experi- 
enced experts in this type of work. 

It is the hope of The Bulletin and doubt- 
less of thousands of interested and sympa- 
thetic citizens that, having gone this far, 
the government will devote itself to the 
establishment of a correction home that 
will be a model of all that experience shows 
to be best in the way of juvenile rehabili- 
tation. 


Justice For a Maligned King 


Next Sunday the Belgian people will 
vote on a plebiscite to indicate whether or 
not they wish King Leopold to return to 
his throne. 

All over the civilized world, millions 
of people are hoping that the answer will 
be vigorously enough in the affirmative 
to induce the Belgian parliament to invite 
him back. 

In May of 1940, Leopold probably made 
an unwise decision. Instead of doing as 
the rulers of Holland and Norway did and 
going to England to carry on his govern- 
ment from there, he decided that the 
more royal act would be to stay with his 
defeated army. 


Subsequent events proved this to be an 
error in judgment because he was unable 
to lend his royal weight to the activities 
of the underground while he was in the 
hands of the Germartis. 

But is is wrong to argue that an error 
of judgment which undoubtedly was bused 
upon poor advice, must be regarded as de- 
ficiency in loyalty. 

King Leopold has paid a heavy price 
for this error. And the Communists have 
not failed to exploit his tragedy. 

Next Sunday wil bring Belgians an 
oppurtunity to perform a related act of 
justice for a much maligned king. 


Too Much Hitch-Hiking in Edmonton 


Edmonton can do with fewer hitch- 
hikers. 

If there is anything to annoy visiting 
motorists—and the city’s own motoring 
public, for that matter—it is groups of 
young people standing out on the streets, 
thumbing rides. 

No section of the city seems to be free 
of this annoying practice. 

On busy streets, and particularly at 
night, groups of people walking on the 
road create mother hazard for the motor- 
ist, whether or not he is inclined to stop 
and pick them up. 


Sentimentalists and 


The hysterical sentimentalists, of whom 
there is no end, are making a farce of the 
trial of Dr. Hermann Sander who is facing 
a charge of mercy murder in a New Hamp- 
shire town.

She was undoubtedly unconscious, at 
least, and it is difficult to see how his silly 
experiment with a hypodermic syringe 
could have been designed to relieve her of 
pain. 

One national medical figure in the 
United States is said to have remarked 
that Sander was just “showing off.” 

That is probably about the size of it.

Editor, Bulletin—In some of 
your recent editions o fthe Bulle- 
tin I have read of the thousands 
of unemployed in Canada. I 
happen to be one of them. The 
question is; what is the cause? 
No one seems to have a suitable 
answer for it as far as I am con- 
cerned, One main reason is the 
shipping of thousands over to a 
country that already has unem- 
ployment. Here is what I am 
getting at. 

I recall that in 1930 up until 
war broke out we had a terrible 
depression and are on the brink 
of another one, In those dread- 
ful years the same procedure 
was carried out. The shipping 
of thousands of displaced per- 
sons, They used some other 
term for it, but it is all the same 
thing. 

As the result soup kitchens 
were set up. People went on re- 
lief, and lots saw a lot more 
dinner times than dinners, And 
where may I ask did the money 
come from to pay for those soup 
kitchens and relief? The answer 
the government. Which means 
you, me and the next guy. 

At that time there were thous- 
ands of skilled workmen who 
couldn't even buy a job. 

In 1939 war broke out and as 
a result all of these men and 
others were called to defend 
their country at a big pay of 
$1.10 a day, These so called 
DP's, who were not eligible for 
the armed forces were put on 
jobs for defensive measures such 
as the Alaska Highway, As I 
recal), all such projects were on 
a cost plus basis and wages 
ranged from $2.00 to $5.00 an 
hour, 

Today there is a lot of war 
scare talk and we also have un- 
employment, The same thing 


repeats itself. My solution for so 
much unemployment is that we 
should be taking a lot of prepar- 
atory measures in case such a 
war does break out. 

To a certain extent we are. 
But not enough. We should be 
building airports, building high- 
ways and many other things 
which will give our unemployed 
men jobs. Why wait until war 
breaks out which is almost a sure 
thing to happen, and the Cana- 
dian boys are slammed into the 
army at the big pay of $1.10 a 
day. Then take these DP’s who 
are not eligible for the army and 
put them on all of these cost 
plus jobs with the wages ranging 
from $2.00-$5.00 an hour. It seems 
very unfair to me.

Carbon Monoxide 


Causing Concern 


What are the chances of a nor- 
mal person in charge of a cat, 
being affected by carbon-mon- 
oxide poisoning? What is the af- 
fect upon a motorist who, after 
a drink, breathes some carbon- 
monoxide? 

These are the questions asked 
by one correspondent and it 
raises several interesting points. 

In recent weeks there have 
been a number of cases of car- 
bon monoxide deaths, It is a 
deadly gas and to make it even 
more dangerous, a person may 
not realize what is wrong until 
too late. 

One feature of monoxide pois- 
oning is that the victim loses con- 
trol of his limbs and body to an 
increasing degree, It appears that 
one’s mind may be _ perfectly 
clear and yet co-ordination be- 
comes impossible. 

In some cases it appears that 
there is little or no sensation 
until the victim collapses. But 
there are also cases where the 
victim's muscular co-ordination 
4s definitely affected for some 
period, before poisoning be- 
comes apparent, 


Fresh Air 
Provided 

Some of the newer automobiles 
provide ventilation that assures 
fresh air even when the windows 
are closed, but the majority of 
cars and trucks lack this system. 
As a car or truck becomes older, 
there is a greater danger of mon- 
oxide leaking into the cab in 
dangerous quantities. 

When a motorist dies from this 
cause we know what has happen- 
ed. But how often is it that he 
suffers from a mild poisoning 
without being aware of it? How 
badly can this affect his driving 
before he becomes aware of it? 

This correspondent cites an 
experience of his own where he 
suddenly discovered that he 
could not handle his truck. For- 
tunately for him, he suspected 
monoxide and instantly stopped 
and got out of the truck. He re- 
covered rapidly and continued 
his trip with the windows open. 

But suppose he had met a car 
or found himself in a tight spot

Only Small Change 


In Popular Vote 


Tt is an interesting fact that 
last week's radical alteration in 
the parliamentary balance of 
power in Great Britain resulted 
from only a relatively slight shift 
in the percentage vote of the two 
major parties. 

Compared with the strength 
they had in the last house of 
commons the Conservatives have 
increased their representation in 
that body by more than 45 per 
cent, a tremendous increase, Yet 
their popular vote this time was 
only about 4 per cent greater 
than In 1&5. 

On the other hand, Labor’s 
popular vote, which had amount- 
ed to 48.2 per cent of the total in 
1945, was 46.8 per cent of the total 
this time, a decline of 14 per 
cent, Labor's parliamentary 
strength, however, fell on Febru- 
ary 23 by more than 20 per cent. 

These figures indicate that 
while there has been a pronounc- 
ed shift to the Right, so far as 
the composition of the house of 
commons is concerned, there has 
been only a modest shift to the 
Right in the political attitude of 
the electorate as a whole. 


Small 
Shift 


This fact is of the utmost im- 
portance, It means that victory 
for one party or the other at the 
polls depends on the attitude of 
a relatively small percentage of 
the electorate, namely, of those 
voters who are not thick and thin 
Laborites or thick and thin Con- 
servatives but whose allegiance 
is uncertain and variable, 

More than ever, therefore, dif- 
ferences between the two major 
parties during the present period 
of parliamentary instability, with 
the shadow of another election 
hanging over everybody's head, 
will be differences of degree 
rather than of kind, Neither the 
government nor the oppositiou 
now can afford to deviate very 
far from what can best be de- 
scribed as a Centre position. 

This was already true of im- 
portant areas of political and 
economic action before the bal- 
loting began last month. It will 
be even more true from this point 
forward, 

During the recent campaign 
there were substantially no basic 
differences between the two 
major parties and between them 
and the Liberals regarding the 
hecessity of keeping intact the 
principal features of what has 
come to be known as the welfare 
state, 

For instance, the Conservatives 
carefully avoided a frontal at- 
tack on the national heaith 
scheme or even sharp criticism 
of its administration, presumably 
out of fear that eriticlam would 


just as he was losing control. 
An accident could have happened 
and no one would have been 
able to understand the cause, 
Under those circumstances, a 
driver could be sent to jail for 
allowing his truck to wander 
about on the highway, and yet not 
be guilty of anything except 
monoxide poisoning. 

I am not trying to cite this as 
an excuse. But it might be inter- 
esting to know how many  acci- 
dents do result from slight mon- 
oxide poisoning. 

Then there are cases of motor- 
ists taking a single drink and 
finding themselves in an accident. 
There appears to be some reason 
to believe that monoxide will in- 
tensify the effect of # drink and 
make such a motorist a highway 
menace. 


Attention 
Required 

This is a subject that requires 
much more attention than it is 
receiving. Medical authorities 
should make the public aware of 
the dangers of monoxide while 
driving a closed automobile. Au- 
thorities should also go into this 
question of the effect of monox- 
ide on persons who have had a 
drink. 

It might be very instructive if 
tests could be made in the case 
of some of these accidents to 
ascertain, if possible, what part 
was played by monoxide poison- 
ing. At the very least this could 
serve as a pointed warning of the 
danger of operating a vehicle in 
such condition that monoxide 
could seep into the body of the 
car. 

This is just another reason why 
inspection of motor vehicles 
should be insisted upon, because 
if that were done, the cars which 
were dangerous, might be spotted 
and necessary steps taken to 
remedy the situation. 

That alone would save quite a 
number of lives and it might pre- 
vent a surprising number of seri- 
ous accidents because with im- 
proved highways and with older 
cars being operated upon them, 
this danger is going to increase 
with each year.

An attempt by the Laborites to 
carry out the steel nationalization 
law almost certainly would re- 
sult in a political crisis the out- 
come of which might be the over- 
throw of the government, the dis- 
solution of parliament and the 
holding of a new election, 

It is reasonable to assume that 
the Labor leaders only would 
risk such a development if they 
felt that the mood of the nation 
as a whole was favorable to it. 
But the vote in the February 23 
balloting hardly bears this out. 

In that election the anti-Social- 
ist vote, taken as a whole, was 
definitely greater than the pro- 
Socialist vote, and wag a clear 
majority of the total, 

Despité pressures from its own 
left wing, therefore, the new 
Labor government undoubtedly 
will move more slowly and cir 
cumspectly in carrying out ite 
controversial 1950 election pledge 
than it did in carrying out the 
Labor platform of 1945, 

During the past five years Lab- 
or has had a huge majority, That 
majority now has dwindled to 
the vanishing point, If it is not to 
disappear altogether, the views 
of the non-Socialist, non-Tory 
voters will have to be taken into 
account,

DAYTON, O., March 7—(BUP) 
—A federal grand jury jailed a 
42-year-old church official today 
on 11 counts of fraud and forgery 
in a “virtually foolproof income 
tax racket.” 

Internal Revenue agents said 
Willie A. Adams, secretary and 
deacon of the Bethel Church of 
God, made out several fictitious 
withholding statements showing 
he had paid a larger tax than was 
due on each of the bogus in- 
comes listed. 

Adams also operated an income 
tax consulting service at his 
home. 

Five of 11 indictments returned 
by a federal grand jury charged 
that Adams filed false income 
tax returns between May 6, 1949 
and June 14, 1949, Five other 
counts accused him of defrauding 
the government of $1,815 by forg- 
ing income tax refund checks. 

The 11th indictment charged he 
passed a forged government 
check at a Dayton clothing store. 

The first tip in the case came 
when the Internal Revenue col- 
lector’s office noticed a number 
of refund checks going to the 
church address.

At ticket offices in the big rail- 
road stations there is usually a 
lineup of passengers waiting to buy 
the proper tickets that wil take 
them to their destination. Although 
the custom is very old, there was a 
time when a person had to carry 
bulky receipts and bills with him 
on his journey 

In early England passengers who 
rode through the country in car- 
riages had to book their passage at 
a local inn. Booking in those days 
was an elaborate affair. The book- 


ing clerk had a large book in which thet 
he would write all the necessary ¢ 


information — the traveller's name 
destination, fare paid, and other 
particulars. Carbon paper hadn't 
been invented, so the clerk had to 
write the information out twice, one 
for the passenger and one for the 
company’s files. After he had com- 
pleted the task, he then copied the 
{information to a third piece of 
paper which was used as the pas- 
wenger's ticket 

When trains were first used the 
companies utilized the same method 
for making out tickets. Buy trains 
ran on closer schedules, and it was 
goon decided a quicker method 
must be found. 

One smal) railway in the Mid- 
fands of England tried the experi- 
ment of using copper discs for 
tickets. While they saved time in 
issuing and accounting, too many 
passengers kept the discs for souv- 
enirs. So that experiment was 
Gropped. 

At a lonely station on the New- 
castle and Carlisle line a clerk 
named Edmondson recognized the 
wastefuliness of the double-entry, 
personal ticket routine. He ponder- 
ed over the matter for several!

Cvetic recently exposed Com- 
munist activity in the rich jndus- 
trial centres of western Pennsyl- 
vania and gave the names of 146 
party members to the House Com- 
mittee on unAmerican activities. 
CLASSIFY RECORDS 

Now he is helping government 
agents classify 80 pounds of Com- 
munis: records he managed to get 
away with when he left the party 

“I am convinced that Soviet 
espionage has no equal in the 
world today,” Cvetic said. 

Looking back on seven years 
of ciose association with the 
Reds, Cvetic said it amazes him 
that he never once was suspected 
of being an FBI informant. 

“For five years I lived at the 
William Penn hotel in Pittsburgh 
under the name of ‘Bob Stanton,’ 
scarcely two blocks away from 
Communist headquarters.” he 
chuckled. “Hotel employes thought 
I was a novelist and used to ask 
me how my book was coming 
along.”

May Drop Jet Bomber 
For Re-Vamped B-36
